RACE OF THE AFTERNOON. 



Jack Hare, Jr. Wins the Event and is Heavily Bid 
Up — Pan Zareta Runs Unplaced in the High* 
weight Handicap — Eulogy a Winner.

Saratoga Springs, August 6. — Today’s offering 
savored considerably of the off day variety, the Troy 
Stakes, over the three-quarters route, under selling 
condition* and worth $2,110 net. due to oversub- 
scription of the guarantee of $1,500. featured the 
card and was won by IV. E. Applegate’s Jack Hare 
Jr., from J. O. Keene’s Salvestra. with Dawn Star 
in third place. After the finish, W. H. Baker bid 
the winner up from an entered price of $3,000 to 
$0,205, but failed to get him. 

Jack Hare Jr. ran as if much the best and, tak- 
ing the lead right at that start, continued to show 
the way for the eutire way, while running under 
restraint, and won in a canter. Salvestra began 
slowly and was additionally handicapped by being 
hampered several times, but when clear came with 
a rush into second place. Green Gold, after being 
well up during the early racing, retired when put 
under a hard drive.

Eulogy’s victory in the fourth race at one mile, 
occasioned adverse comment, primarily due to her 
bad showing in a race last Saturday, when she 
failed to display much speed, while in today’s race, 
immediately took the lead at the start and won 
as her rider elected from Aldebaran. the over 
whelming favorite. There was considerable betting 
action about Eulogy, enough to back her from 10 
to 1 to 6 to 1. 

Withdrawals almost riddled the owning race, four 
of the seven declingiug the issue and only leaving 
Swan Song, Zamora and Voluspa to start. The 
last-named held a big advantage at the start, but 
did not hold it long and was beaten badly. Swan 
Song, the overwhelming choice, winning hard held 
from Zamora. 

The highwcight handicap, in which twenty-three 
were originally named to go, had fifteen starters 
and furnished the best contest of the afternoon. 
It. T. Wilson’s Corn Tassel getting up in the last 
strides ufter a hard drive to win by a head from 
High Noon, the early leader, with Tom McTag- 
gart in third place. Pan Zareta tried to carry 
142 jiounds successfully in this, but after racing 
well up with the leaders until in the last sixteenth, 
gave way. It might be that the weight was not 
as difficult for her as the sandy track here. 

Considerable Crowding and Jostling. 

Crowding and jostling occurred frequently during 
the running of the fiftli race, in which fifteen 
youngsters took part. The jam that came soon 
after the start brought about Rowan’s unseating 
from Approval, one of the well regarded ones and. 
Buxton, astride Night — W in d, an Knglish colt run- 
ning in A. K. Maeomber’s colors, caused a bad foot 
injury to the rider. Samuel Willet’s Guesswork, 
which he recently acquired from John E. Madden, 
redeemed her defeat in a previous start by win- 
ning from Memories II. and Fragonard. Azalea was 
a sufferer from interference and. with a clear 
course, she would have lieen a formidable contender. 

The closing race brought with it a big upset, 
when Lady Moll spoiled calculations by repeating 
a former victory and winning from Battle Abbey 
stud Beaverkili. Hanobaia and Queen of the Sea, 
were the stoutly backed ones in it, the former re- 
tiring in the stretehdrive and tin: latter’s chances 
went glimmering because of a poor send off. 

Tlie state blanks for the Douglas Park and La- 
touia meetings, were distributed to owners here 
today and occasioned favorable comment from the 
army of horsemen, because of the rich offerings. 
There will be a big list of Easterners taking part 
in the Kentucky racing, judging 'by expressions 
heard and it will include several prominent owners 
who have not raced there before. 

Chas. Odell was an arrival during the day from 
his home in Savannah, Ga. 

Arrivals this morning included Titos. B. Crom- 
well and Hal Price Headley. The latter came 
slightly in advance of the big band of Beaumont 
Stud yearlings, that will go under the hammer 
Friday. Mr. Headley is enthusiastic over the eon 
signment. “Greatest band ever bred,” said the 
•oung manager of the famous Beuumont Farm. 
‘The Star Shoots are particularly a strking band 
nd those sired by Uncle also fill the eye irn 
ediately.” There is a good deal of interest over 
te outcome of this sale and that of J. O. Keene, 
id it is expected the prices at these sales will 
aeh good figures. 

With the Headley shipment came the colts that 
. R. Bradley will offer for sale. These youngsters 
rere raised at Idle Hour Farm and those sired by 
Iclmet are very well thought of. All the young 
iters shipped in good style. 

The eolts that are consigned to the sales by 
J. M. Murphy arrived yesterday morning from liis 
Waldeck Farm near Louisville. There are several 
well-bred and finely developed ones in this con- 
signment, which should bring high prices. 

A. K. Macomber’s Dodge is agaiD taking liis train- 
ing, showing little or no traces of the quarter crack 
that caused his retirement since the Louisville 
meeting. He will be a starter during this meeting. 

Another racer that lias rounded into good form is 
Cudgel, which suffered a mild attack of kidney ail 
inent after iiis arrival at the Empire City track from 
Kentucky.

Old Bosebud still holds his pride of place as the leader of our money winning horses, but Omar 
Khayyam is now hard after him and may presently take the lead liimself. Papp’s unexpected triumph in 
tlie United States Hotel Stakes served to advance him into third place, liesides giving him the leadership 
of our two- year- olds. Roamer has moved up into tlie aristocratic list of winners of $10,009 and this ex- 
clusive division now has a new membership of twelve. Saratoga racing should result in further additions. 
Unless some two-year-old proves equal to tlie task of winning both the Hopeful Stakes and Futurity, as 
Campfire did last year, it does not now seem probable that the leader of 1917 will be able to amass a 
total as great as stood to tlie credit of Mr. Wilson’s tine colt. But it is practically a certainty that the 
number of winners of $10,000 will be considerably in excess of last year’s list, showing a better distribu- 
tion of the spoils of tlie track. The thirty leaders in money won have tlie following records: 



KEMPT0N PARK RACING CONTEMPLATED 



W. M. Murray Confirms Rumcrs of Proposed Thirty 
Day Meeting with Oral Betting.

Saratoga. N. Y., August 6. — There is some talk 
here of opening Kempton Park near Montreal for a 
thirty days’ meeting with oral betting. According to 
Broadway chatter such a meeting could he held 
profitably, if the transportation facilities can be 
arranged. The conservative racegoer, however, is at 
a loss to understand just how such a meeting can be 
held, in the face of the government’s edict regarding 
further racing in Canada after August 1. W. M. 
Murray, who came here yesterday confirms the 
rumors that such a meeting is in contemplation. 

John Drake arrived today after a boat trip from 
New York to Albany and then by auto to the 
Springs. He will stay until after his sale of Eng- 
lish horses, which Phil Chinn purchased for him 
last winter. 

It was twenty-five years ago last Saturday since 
Sam Hildreth married his wife i» Saratoga. The 
oecassion was celebrated at the Roseben Inn and 
the able trainer was surrounded by hosts of friends, 
who hoped to be present at the fiftietli anniversary. 

Mr. Thomas Monahan, tlie owner of tlie stallion 
Textile, the sire of The Spinner arrived today and 
will stay for the meeting. Mr. Monahan is collect- 
ing a band of good brood mares to breed to Textile 
and will probably have a formidable stable next 
year. He already has several yearlings going 
through their first courses. 

Old Rosebud was jumped on in liis last race, 
but it was not a serious injury. While lie was 
being cooled out, considerable mud was found iu 
his mouth, thrown from the heels of the leaders. 
Mr. Weir believes that this had something to do 
with his tiling as he did, when called on, combined 
with tlie chdking pull Molesworth had on him 
throughout the running. 

“The pace was slower than Molesworth thought 
and lie obeyed orders too strictly,” said the trainer. 
"I expect Old Rosebud to run a better race the next 
time he starts.” 

Walter Jennings Thinks Highly of Omar Khayyam. 

“I wish I had known Omar Khayyam was as 
good a horse as he is. 1 would have bad him in my 
stable if it took $40,000 to get him,” said Walter 
Jennings, in alluding to the winner of the Kenner 
Handicap. “He is a horse in ten thousand and any- 
body who thinks he lias one to lieat him. will find 
what a tough customer he is liefore tlie race is 
over. He can beat any horse in this country 
weight -for age. He ecu do anything, and I know 
lie beat a good horse when lie ran away from War 
Star. 1 thought l hud a horse to beat him on 
Saturday, but I soon found out I was mistaken.” 

Papp’s race in the United States Hotel Stakes 
was convincing and was more than pleasing to Max 
Illrsch. his trainer. 

“I raced him frequently at Aqueduct and Empire 
City to try and make him settle down and it lias 
evidently done tlie work,” said Mr. Hirseb. 

“Considering lie travelled her? on Tuesday night 
through the hot suffocating weather, lie ran a re- 
markable race, better than I expected, but he is 
a tough horse and can stand any kind of treatment. 
He does not look tlie part at the first glance, but 
close inspection shows him to be quite a good 
horse. He has gotten over liis ratty disposition 
somewhat and lias learned to behave in his races.” 

Eugene Waylund is resting the Marrone horses 
for a week or two and will not race them until 
the latter end of the meeting, with the probable 
exception of J. J. Lillis, which is likely to be seen 
in oue or two handicaps if the weight alloted him is 
encouraging. 

While riding Night Wind in the fifth race, Bux- 
ton was nut against the fence and had his leg in- 
jured.

Now Has Thirty -Four Horses in Training, with 
Twenty -One Yearlings to Add to String. 



(By J. R. Jeffery). 

Saratoga. N. Y., August 6.— A. K. Macomber, the 
young California multi-millionaire, who was recent- 
ly elected to membership in that most exclusive 
organization, tlie Jockey Club, probably will have 
an even more formidable stable a year lienee than 
lie is racing now. At the beginning of the present 
racing season the Macomber stable consisted of 
fifty-one horses in training. This was by far the 
strongest, string, numerically, in America. Walter 
It. Jennings, the veteran trainer. Who is managing 
Mr. Macomlier’s stable, lias been weeding out the 
chaff of late and the numerical strength of the 
stable lias lieen reduced to thirty-four horses. The 
survivors of the weeding out process are mainly 
iiorses of proven merit, that will continue to carry 
the Macomher colors during tlie rest of this season 
and for as long as they continue to show form good 
enough to meet Mr. Maeomber’s exacting require- 
ments. Although a stable of the size of Mr. Ma- 
comber’s is iKiund to contain some iiorses that are 
suitable only for selling races, it is understood that 
he lias objected to their participation in this variety 
of a race, because be is anxious to avoid the com- 
plications that sometimes attend the decision of such 
races. At any rate, none of the Macomber horses 
hnve run in a selling race to date, and what horses 
have lieen sold from the stable hnve been disposed 
of by private negotiation. 

Besides the thirty -four matured iiorses in train - 
itg here, Mr. Macomber lias twenty-one yearlings to 
add to his stable for next year and it is understood 
that tiie purchase of about as many more is con- 
templated. It is unlikely that Charleston will hence- 
forth be tlie wintering ground of liis important 
stable, as it was last winter. Instead, tlie horses 
will probably be wintered at Belmont Park, where 
Mr. Macomber lias built a splendidly appointed priv- 
ate stable. 

The Marshall Brothers. Louis and George, have 
dissolved their partnership in racing and are now 
conducting separate establishments. George lias 
taken over the good filly Marie Miller, while the 
rest of the Iiorses that raced in Kentucky in the 
name of Marshall Brothers, are now tlie property of 
Louis Marshall. They are summering at Douglas 
Park and will remain there until tlie opening of 
the Kentucky fall circuit at Ix*xington. 

Leocharcs to Be Given Much Needed Rest. 

John Powers, who trains tlie good sprinter 
Leocharcs for W. I’. Orr. lias come to the conclu- 
sion that tills speedy son of Broomstick needs 
freshening up. In the opinion of trainer Powers, 
who is a skillful man with a horse, tlie lack of 
speed which Leocharcs iias shown in his recent starts 
is attributable to the fact that tlie races lie pre- 
viously ran at longer distances dulled his speed. 
Leoeliares is as sound now as on tlie day lie was 
foaled and lias no infirmities of any description. 
Therefore, trainer Powers ex]iects him to again show 
tlie good form that made him well nigh invincible 
not so long ago. So he will give him a rest for a 
week or two in the hope that liis once keen turn 
of speed may thereby lie restored. 

Jockey Charles Borel. who rod? Omar Khayyam 
to victory in the Kentucky Derby last May. is liere, 
but has no permanent engagement. He plans to 
ride as a free lance. 

John D. Millin, who was associated with the 
late Caesar Young for many years, is amoug the 
regulars liere. At the close of tlie eastern racing 
season lie will return to California. Last season 
lie served as paddock and patrol judge at Tijuana. 

S. C. Hildreth’s Holy came out of his race on 
the opening day of the racing here with a lowed 
tendon. The trouble is not so serious as at first 
feared, however, and Mr. Hildreth lias hopes of 
being able to race the horse again before long. 

Grant Hugh Browne’s good three-year-oid Kin_. 
Herod, which was bid iu for liis owner when the 
reserve price of $20,000 was not reached for him at 
the public sale of the Browne horses, is training 
satisfactorily for liis engagements here and prole 
ably will be seen in action in the near future. 
He shows absolutely no ill effects from the injury 
lie sustained at Pimlico last spring, according to 
D. It. McDaniel, who has him in charge. 



MASTER OF TIJUANA VISITS CHICAGO. 



James W. Coffroth, president, of tlip Lower Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club, and general manager of the 
Tijuana race track, accompanied by the California 
turf writer Leon Wing, stopped over in Chicago 
Sunday and Monday. They leave for Saratoga today 
to observe racing ways at that high -class course. 
Mr. Coffroth will remain in the east long enough 
to Interest horsemen In the big winter meeting of 
1917-18 at Tijuana and. probably, long enough to 
witness racing methods in Maryland and Kentucky. 
He will again visit Chicago prior to his return home. 



GREAT SPORT IN PROSPECT. 



SECOND WEEK OF SARATOGA MEETING 
SHOULD FURNISH EXCELLENT RACING. 



Will See Some Hard Fought Battles Between Best 
of Handicap Division — Saratoga Special Will 
Bring Out Best of the Juveniles.

Saratoga Springs, N. Y., August 6. — The second 
week of the meeting of the Saratoga Association for 
the Improvement of the Breed of Horses should fur- 
nish many exciting contests, if the quality of tifa 
sport seen during the first four days of tlie season 
is maintained in even a partial degree. The entry 
list., which is the largest in the history of the 
Association, contains the name of practically every 
good thoroughbred in America and there will be an 
abundant, opportunity for all to sport silk, as the 
program of tlie meeting is exceedingly diversified. 

The rivalry between the leading stables — always 
keen — reaches its height at Saratoga, and this 
week will see some hard fought battles between 
the best of the handicap division as well as among 
tlie juveniles. The return of Stromboli places a new 
Richmond in tlie field and the determined manner 
in which lie fought Capra in tlie Schnylerville 
Handicap on Friday, would indicate that the gal- 
lant son of Fair Play is still to be reckoned with 
in any race in which he may start. Old Rosebud, 
Roamer, Boots and Borrow — all seasoned veterans — 
will have him to boat if he stands the training 
necessary to keep him at the top of liis form. 

The turf has never had at any time as many 
geldings of quality as those named above and if 
Mr. Vosburgb can bring them together in the Dela- 
ware Handicap at one mile, which will be the fea- 
ture of Tuesday’s card, he will earn the thanks 
of the public. The admirers of Old Rosebud have 
not seased talking about the manner in which that 
racer was ridden in the Saratoga Handicap, when, 
instead of being permitted to wait in front, lie was 
pulled double for more than half the journey. 
They maintain that their champion is at the top of 
the tree. Those who favor Roamer for his year and 
tear qualities, as well as liis speed, maintain that 
Old Rosebud never saw tlie time when he could give 
the sou of Knight Errant ten pounds and a heating. 
The followers of Boots do not regard the Frontier 
Handicap at Windsor as a true test of the quali- 
ties of Rosebud and tlie Macomber champion; they 
are waiting for a track to the liking of their fav- 
orite, when they confidently expect that tlie tables 
will be turned. In the meantime Borrow is not 
friendless. The recent record of the great son of 
Hamburg — Forget, at one mile and an eighth, made 
less than two months ago, is proof that he has 
speed of superlative quality and. though lie is nine 
years of age, lie is far from through racing. 

Then there is The Finn rapidly rounding into top 
form to be considered, as well as Capra. Old Koe- 
nig. Hank O’Day, Leoeliares. Hodge. Ormesdale, 
Chiclet and ltronio, all of which are fit as the 
proverbial fiddle, the last named having been 
recently sold to Edward Trotter for $7,500. 

Three Good Stakes Carded for Saturday. 

Saturday, August 11 should lie one of the banner 
days of the season, as there are three good stake 
features to be decided— the North American Stee- 
plechase at about two miles, the Saratoga Special 
for two-year-olds at three-quarters, and the Cham- 
plain Handicap at one mile and an eighth for 
three-yenr-olds and over. Tlie first-named will 
have the best of the timber-topping divison en- 
gaged. but the Special will be tlie bright particular 
attraction, as it is one of the sporting events of 
the year. Owners can name one or more candidates 
at $500 each and tlie Saratoga Association adds a 
plate of tlie value of $1,000. This feature was in- 
stituted at .the time when William C. Whitney 
was the master hand in tlie conduct of racing at tlie 
Spa. Goldsmith, by Meddler, in the Whitney silks, 
won the initial contest in 1901, while tlie following 
year that sterling race horse, Irish Lad, representing 
Whitney & Dur.vea, was successful. The Special 
lias never failed to produce good contests and it lias 
been won by such stars as Sysonby, Colin. Sir 
Martin. Novelty. Roamer, Regret and Campfire. 

There should be a good race for tlie Special this 
year, for while there is no youngster of extraor- 
dinary quality among those that have already been 
seen in public, there is always tlie chance of a 
“dark” candidate being uncovered. The sportsman - 
like attributes of such a race render it doubly at- 
tractive to such a community as Saratoga, and no 
matter whose colors catch the eyes of the judges at 
tlie finish, there will be plenty of applause for the 
victor. The most likely material would appear to 
be Lucullite, Drastic and I’rinceps from tlie Belmont 
stable: Ton Coat and Empress representing James 
Butler; Atalanta for Senator Camden of Kentucky; 
Bughouse for Gifford A. Cochran, Ultima Thule for 
J. W. Corrigan; Bully Boy, Glen Kiddle Farms; Sun 
Briar, Willis Sharpe Kilmer; I’app and Cum Salt, 
George W. Loft: Adeline Patricia; James MacManus; 
Tracksond and War Machine. A. 1\. Macomber; The 
Spinner and Snapdragon. Andrew Miller; Goblin and 
I .a Russe, John Sanford; M. L. Schwartz; Rosie 
O’Grady and Sun Gold. L. S. Thompson; Jusqu’ an 
Bout.

Cleek, winner of 
the fifth race, is also an addition to the Baker 
stable, the owner having acquired him by the claim- 
ing route for $1,700 after the horse’s victory.

Incidents Attending the Running of the Most Fa- 
mous Race of the World. 

(Twenty-third article.) 

The Derby of 1909 will be ever memorable from 
the fact that it was won for the first time in 
its history by the reigning monarch, the late King 
Edward VII. That “prince of sportsmen,” how- 
ever, was no stranger to Derby honors, as he had 
twice earlier led back winners, viz.. Persimmon in 
1896 and Diamond Jubilee in 1900. Needless to 
say, the enthusiasm displayed knew no bounds and 
the king was heartily delighted with the whole 
scene. His majesty was accompanied by the queen, 
the Prince and Princess of Wales (now King George 
V. and Queen Mary), Princess Victoria, Prince 
and Princess Alexander of Teek, Princess Henry 
of Battenberg, Prince Christian and Princess Vic- 
toria of Schleswig-Holstein — a truly royal party 
to participate in a royal victory. 

Circumstances had tended to make the race more 
open than usual, and it was pretty generally con- 
ceded by the experts that whatever won would 
have to struggle his hardest. They were a really 
good band that went to the post, for included in 
the field were Minoru. Louviers, William the Fourth, 
Valens, Bayardo. Strickland, The Story, Phaleron. 
Prester Jack, St. Ninian and the ill-fatfcd Sir 
Martin. 

The last-named was an Ameriean-bred horse im- 
ported by Louise Winans, and prepared for the 
race by Joe Cannon at Newmarket. Previous to 
the Derby he had been seen out in a Welter Han- 
dicap at tiie Second Spring Meeting, in which he 
carried 136 pounds and won in a canter. There was 
no doubt that he had a host of friends behind 
him, but he had no chance in the race as it hap- 
pened, as half-way down the hill he pecked badly 
through being crowded in upon and shot his 
jockey out of the saddle. He was going well at 
the time and was well in the fighting. 

Among the English horses Bayardo stood out as 
the best on two-year-old form, for he had gone 
through the season without a defeat. He did not 
appear in public till Ascot, when lie won the New 
Stakes with ease. Next he carried off in succession 
the valuable National Breeders’ Produce Stakes at 
Samlown Park, the Richmond Stakes at Goodwood, 
the Buckenham Stakes and Rous Memorial Stakes 
at Newmarket First October Meeting, the Middle 
Park Plate and the Dewhurst Plate. He had 
thus firmly established his claim to be considered 
the champion juvenile. 

Minoru's One Victory, 

Minoru had won but one race, the Great Surrey 
Foal Stakes at Epsom and then been beaten by 
Louviers in the Coventry Stakes at Ascot. The 
latter had started well by winning at his first out- 
ing, but after Ascot he was a consistent failure. 

Valens had shown improvement as he went on, 
and finished up by scoring in the Great Sapling 
Plate at Snndown in October and then winning a 
seven-eighths Nursery at Newbury. Strickland 
had had a busy season, as he had appeared on 
eleven occasions, winning five races, chief of which 
was the Ascot Biennial. The others in the field 
were of little account, for though several of them 
were winners, their victories had been scored in 
small events. It will thus be seen that Bayardo 
stood out by himself and he was the winter favorite 
for the race. 

A great change came over the position, however, 
with the spring and early hopes were raised of 
the royal success, which eventually materialized. 
Minoru was sent to run for the Greenham Stakes 
at Newbury, but lie was not considered so fit as 
Valens, which had odds laid on. Minoru won in a 
canter, however, from laird Carnarvon’s horse and 
when lie followed this up by winning the Two 
Thousand Guineas in record time, it seemed only 
a question of his staying the course at Epsom to 
be returned the winner. Between the Guineas and 
Derby there were conflicting reports ns to the con- 
dition of Bayardo, but he appeared on the “Classic 
Heath” all right and between he, Sir Martin and 
Minoru a rare battle ensued in the ring as to which 
should start favorite. This position was ultimately 
held by Sir Martin at 3 to 1, with Miuoru at 7 to 
2 and Bayardo at 9 to 2. 

And now as to the race itself. Several were on 
their toes at the barrier, but there was little delay 
before they were sent away to a magnificent start 
— indeed, one of Mr. Willoughby’s best efforts. They 
had gone almost an eighth in an unbroken line before 
Brooklands got out in front on a pace-making 
mission for his stable companion Louviers, and 
after them came Sir Martin, Diamond Stud, St. 
Ninian and Electric Boy, witli Bayardo and Minoru 
lying next. At the mile post Louviers took command 
of the field, with Brooklands lying second. Sir 
Martin third, Minoru fourtli and Bayardo close be- 
hind. Halfway down the hill the accident occurred 
Which extinguished the chance of Sir Martin anil 
the latter, in coming on to his knees, interfered 
with William thf Fourth, which had to be almost 
pulled up. He, however, was quickly got going again 
and went on in pursuit. Turning into the straight, 
Louviers, which was still leading, slipped a trifle 
wide and Jones, seizing the opportunity in a flash, 
dashed Minoru through next to the rails and was in 
' the lead before Louviers had recovered his balance. 

J Here Herbert Jones showed another fine piece of 
! judgment, for lie immediately steadied his mount, so 
| that Louviers got in front again and keeping a 

I tight rein allowed his horse a “breather.” 

Then followed a rare battle between the pair, 
which were about two lengths clear of Valens and 
| William the Fourth. Neither animal shirked his 
work and head and head they raced for the post, 
i Minoru picked up his opponent and at the bell had his 
head in front. Though both were tiring, they dis- 
played the utmost gameness and his majesty’s colt, 
keeping off the final challenge of Louviers, won all 
out by a short head, with William the Fourth a 
half length away third and Valens placed fourth 
a head behind him. 

A Scene of Excitement, 

Such a scene of excitement followed the hoisting 
| of No. 1 as could never have been imagined. Losers 

i : and winners alike seemed to lose their heads for 
the moment. Hats were thrown recklessly sky- 
. wards — and few of the owners ever saw them again, 
i The great crowd swarmed onto the course, and 
everybody cheered until having to stop for want of 
breath. When it was seen that the king, despite 
the advice offered him as to the dangers which he 
was incurring in doing so, intended to step out on 
to the course to lead in the winner, the cheering 
was renewed. How his majesty ever contrived to 
get to his horse is a problem that no one could 
solve, so dense was the throng. He and the Prince 
of Wales stepped outside the gate leading onto 
the track and were almost immediately swallowed 
up by the crowd. It was a wonderful action on 
the part of the king; but, as lie observed, “Why 
should I be afraid? Am I not among my most loyal 
subjects?” 

The police cleared a lane through the crowd for 
the horses to return. First of all came Brooklands. 
which had finished last, and he was followed by 
Bayardo and Phaleron, but one had to wait some 
time before the winner came to hand. At length 
Jones was noticed above the heads of the people 
carefully threading his way through on the winner, 
and well was it for the enthusiastic souls that 
Minoru had a temper like a lamb. He took but 
little notice of the surging seas around him and on 
iiis way to his illustrious owner many a hair was 
plucked from his tail and many a pat adminis- 
tered to his quarters. It seemed as if he never 
would get free, but at length Marsh, his trainer, 
forced ills way through and, getting hold of the 
reins, led the winner to the king, who, with his 
genial smile, performed the pleasant task of lead- 
ing him in. Jockeys have trained themselves to a 
stoical immobility of countenance even in their 
most triumphant moments, but Jones for once re- 
laxed the rule and his face plainly reflected his 
feelings. He had ridden a splendidly judged race 
with the happiest results and well deserved the word 
of commendation he received at once from his 
majesty, who could not but show his great satis- 
faction and delight during the short journey to 
the weighing room door. The “all right” evoked 
another tremendous burst of enthusiasm, and no 
wonder that in retiring to the Jockey Club stand 
the king was a little short of breath as he smiling 
acknowledged congratulations on all sides. 

There was one other person on the course that 
day who had every reason to be proud of the vic- 
tory of Minoru and that was Colonel Hall Walker, 
who bred him. It was really quite by chance that 
the winner came to carry the royal jacket instead 
of the blue and white check, as owing to the pre- 
ponderance of fillies in the royal stud in the crop 
of yearlings, a half dozen colts were leased from 
those bred at Tally and the winner was among them. 

After the Derby Minoru proceeded to further 
successes that year and won the St. .Tames’ Palace 
Stakes at Ascot and the Sussex Stakes at Good- 
wood before having the tables turned on him by 
Bayardo in the St. Leger. 



Tom Cannon, Sr., Full of Years and Turf Honors, ! Exploits of the Many Fine Horses Which Raced in 
Joins His Old Time Rivals Archer and Fordham. I the Colors of the Now Dead Financier. 



Thomas Cannon. Sr., one of tiie most famous Eng- 
lish Jockeys of all time, died at Stockbridge. Eng- 
land, Friday morning, July 13. Concerning his 
achievements. London Sporting Life of the follow- 
ing day said: 

“Tom Cannon was the son of a Windsor horse 
dealer and was born at Eton in 1846. He was as- 
sociated with horses from his earliest years and 
could ride sufficiently well at five years of age to 
be trusted out on a pony without supervision. 

“lie served an apprenticeship with John Day at 
Danebury and had li is first mount in public in 
1860. riding Mavoureen in a race at Plymouth. Tiie 
mare fell and Cannon was flung over tiie rails, 
hut. happily, escaped serious injury. Indeed, he 
won a race on tiie following day on a horse called 
My Uncle, 

At that period lie could go to scale at fifty-four 
pounds, but his weight rapidly increased. Ilis first 
big win was on Isoline, in the Manchester Cup of 
1863, and seventeen years later lie won tiie same 
race on her grandson, Isonomy. Isonomy, Ormonde 
and Springfield, were, in Cannon’s opinion, the best 
horses lie rode. Cannon also won tiie Manchester 
Cup on L’Abbesse de Jouarre. He was successful 
in nil the classic races and won the Derby on 
Shotover in 1882. He won the Two Thousand 
Guineas on Pilgrimage, Shotover, Enterprise and 
Enthusiast, the One Thousand Guineas on Repulse, 
Pilgrimage and Busybody; tiie Oaks on Busybody, 
Brigantine, Marie Stuart and Gelieimniss, and the 
St. Leger on Robert the Devil. Busybody was the 
property of Abington Baird, for whom Cannon rode 
as first jockey for three years at the princely 
retainer of 15,000 pounds a year. 

Many Big Handicap Successes to His Credit. 

Among Cannon’s big handicap successes were 
the Cambridgeshire on Aekworth, the Great Metro- 
politan on Mornington, the Chester Cup on Pageant, 
the Ebor Handicap on Isonomy, the Cesarewitch on 
Robert tiie Devil and Tenebreuse, the Stewards’ 
Cup on Sweetbread and the Liverpool Autumn Cup 
on St. Mirin. The deceased also rode the winner 
of the Ascot Gold Cup on four occasions and was 
successful in tiie French Derby twice and also 
four times in the Grand Prix de Paris. 

"Cannon married John Day’s daughter, and on 
iiis employer’s death, in 1882. became trainer at 
Danebury. He prepared Busybody to win the Oaks 
and nearly won the Derby of 1895 with Curzon, a 
half-bred gelding, owned in partnership by himself 
and the late Tom Robinson. Geldings nowadays are 
not eligible to run for the Derby. Cannon owned and 
trained tiie City and Suburban winner. Reminder, 
and the horse was ridden by iiis son “Moray.” 
Other successes as a trainer were achieved with 
Playfair (Grand National), Kedpath( Auteuil Grand 
Steeplechase) and Billow (Ascot Stakes). 

Cannon removed from Danebury to Stockbridge 
nine years ago and gave up training in 1915. He 
was remarkably sucessful as a trainer of jockeys, 
among those who rose to eminence in tiie profes- 
sion, who owe their skill largely to his tuition, 
being his sons Mornington and Kempton, the late 
Jack Watts, S. Lontes, W. T. Robinson and Arthur 
Coventry. 

Cannon believed that jockeys were made, not born, 
and that hard work was tiie only sure road to 
success. His son “Moray” used to spend five hours 
in tiie saddle, winter or summer alike.

They are due at the Spa be- 
fore noon tomorrow and all are to be sold during 
the next two weeks. 

The largest consignment in the shipment is that 
of Messrs. Hal Price Headley and W. B. Miller. 
Tiie sons and daughters of Uncle and Star Shoot 
and a few other sires belonging to these gentlemen, 
occupied three of the cars. In one of the cars 

was E. R. Bradley’s consignment of well-grown, 
well-bred youngsters from Idle Hour Farm. Man- 
ager Barry Shannon has them in excellent condi- 
tion and it is predicted that they will sell for 

good prices. In another car Sanford C. Lyne has 

ten from his Larclimont Farm, which lie bred and 

owns in partnership with his son, jockey Lucien A. 
Lyne, who now is riding for the king of Spain 
and had the good fortune this year to win the 

Derby in that country for his royal employer. 
“Pops” is expecting these yearlings to come 
through as handsomely as did the three he sold 
last year at Saratoga for $5,300. “They have no 
blemishes; are in perfect condition, and will talk 
for themselves in that sign language of all good 
race horses,” said he while lie looked them over 
just before they went aboard the ear. 

Messrs. Carr 8c Piatt Send Seventeen. 

Messrs. John D. Carr and Thomas Piatt sent 
seventeen by various sires including Sweep, which 
is now up in the pictures as a sire of juveniles, ail 
of which is quite gratifying to Dr. J. C. Carrick, 
John S. Barbee and others who set great store by 
that stallion. The star of this consignment prob- 
ably is the brown colt by Peep o’Day — Veronique, 
while the bay colt by Peep o’Day — The Scold isn’t 
far behind him. There are four in the consign- 
ment by Sir John Johnson and, of course, Frank J. 
Nolan and other dwellers at the Spa will be on hand 
to see what they look like as soon as they arrive. 
The filly, dam Witfull, is a smart miss, if ap- 
pearances do not iirove deceptive. 

Messrs. Headley, Lyne, I’intt, Carr and Chenault 
and a couple of invited guests for each were occu- 
pants of the coach and, judging from the amount 
of lunch they put aboard, they are intending to do 
little other than eat and sleep all the way to 
Saratoga. Sheriff Tom Bradley would have been a 
member of the party, but tl(is was election day 
and lie being chairman of the county hoard of elec- 
tion commissioners, had to remain here until tomor- 
row, when he will be on his way. 



(Article Two.) 

In 18S9, Morglay, Cotillon, Trenton, Wayland, 
Lactantius, and Galloping Queen were the chief 
contributors to a total close upon $45, 000. In 1S90 
the rat- tailed Bumptious came on the scene and 
won seven juvenile races out of eleven. He was 
a rare galloper, and odds were laid on him for 
six of the seven events he won, wliieh included 
the Fern Hill and tiie Queen’s Stand Plate at 
Ascot. For the Fern Hil! he was opposed only 
by four other two-year-olds, of which Conifer 
finished second and Reverend (M. Blane’s) a bad 
third, while in the “Stand Plate” lie demolished 
such speedy old Tins as Noble Chieftain. Swift. 
Mephisto, and Maxim. Galloping Queen (by 
Galopin — Queen of Diamonds), won numerous 
races in her four turf seasons, including the Port- 
land Plate at Doncaster (as a three -year -old) and 
the Temple Handicap at Sandown (as a four). In 
’91, as in the two preceding seasons, the total 
won exceeded $40,000, Benvenuto, High Havens. 
Bumptious and Godwit being among tin' best. The 
years 1892 and 1893 were only productive of minor 
successes, the most noteworthy winners being Lot- 
tery, Eros, Opoponax, Kodomont, and Mountain 
Chief. From $10,310 in 1893 there was a rise to 
$33,655 in 1894, when Utica, Grig, Catkin, Rodo- 
mont. Attar, and Bragget were in the string. 
Utica was by St. Simon — Biserta (which won the 
Chester Cup of 1883), and she won iiigh-dass races 
in her first season, when tier victories comprised 
the Plantation Stakes, Exeter Stakes, and Clear- 
well Stakes, to be followed the next year by 
successes in a Triennial at Ascot and the Zetland 
Stakes at Newmarket in July. Grig was bred by 
the trainer, A. B. Sadler, and was bought out of 
a selling race at Kempton for 360 guineas. Grig 
did so well that her dam’s next, two foals also 
passed into the possession of Mr. Rothschild. These 
were Imposition (afterwards renamed Fosco) and 
Jest, and they were both by Juggler, whereas 
Grig was by Crafton. 

Three Good Colts. 

In 1895 the doings of such minor lights as 
Grig and Utica were dwarfed by others, for in 
that year Mr. L. de Rothschild had tiiree good 
two-year-olil colts. They were St. Frusquin, by 
St. Simon — Isabel, Galeazzo, by Galopin — Eira. anil 
Gulistan, by Brag — Guinevra (daughter of Kisbar 
and Hippia). Of these St. Frusquin was. of 
course, by fur tiie best, and his juvenile winnings 
($48,110) made the $9,985 of Galeazzo and tiie 
$-1,835 of Gulistan look small enough. St. Frus- 
quin’s five successes were in the Royal Two- 
Year-old Plate at Kempton (for which his more 
precocious stable companion, Gulistan, ran him 
to a neck), the Sandringham Gold Cup at Sandown, 
the Chesterfield Stakes (Newmarket), the .Middle 
Park Plate (which he won by a half length from 
Omladina, with Persimmon third, four lengths be- 
hind tiie second) and Dewhurst Plate, for which 
he gave ten pounds to the second, Knight 
of the Thistle, with Bay Ronald unplaced. 
St. Frusquin should have won a sixth race, but in 
tiie Imperial Produce Stakes at Kempton October 
Finlay rode a badly judged finish, and the “Saint” 
failed by a half lengtii to concede twelve pounds 
to Mr. Straus’ Teufel, which, in the following 
year’s Derby was unable to finish nearer than a 
moderate fourth to Persimmon and St. Frusquin. 

Chief Winning Owner. 

For the first time, in 1895, Mr. Rothschild had 
headed tiie list of winning owners, thanks mainly 
to St. Frusquin, with a total of $103,745, and owing 
chiefly to the same colt’s victories in 1896 in the 
Two Thousand Guineas, Princess of Wales’ Stakes, 
Eclipse Stakes, etc., hacked up by the efforts of the 
half-sisters Goletfa and Utica, Galeazzo (which won 
tiie Newmarket Stakes, etc.). Grig, Jest, Jaque- 
mart. Little Bob, etc., their owner was again 
placed at the head of affairs a twelvemonth later 
with the magnificent total of $233,830.50 — almost 
twenty thousand pounds more than the sum won in 
the same year by Persimmon’s lamented royal 
owner. After that memorable Derby St. Frusquin, 
which at Epsom was possibly a shade unlucky in that 
his jockey, T. Loates, broke a stirrup leather in 
the last stride or two — progressed well, and When it 
became known that lie and his Derby conqueror 
would again cross swords in the ten thousand pound 
race, the Princess of Wales’ Stakes, in which Per- 
simmon had to give three pounds to iiis doughty 
rival, excitement ran higher, perhaps, than at Ep- 
som. Looking back at that day at Newmarket it 
makes one smile at the idea that neither or tin- 
two great eolts was favorite, that post being 
awarded to the late Duke of Westminster’s cobby 
colt Regret, which was in receipt of twelve pounds 
from Persimmon and nine jicqinds from the “Saint.” 
The other runners were all four-year- olds and in- 
cluded Sir Visto, Laveno, Kirkeonnel, the ill-fated 
Troon and one or two more. The writer can see tiie 
race now. As they climbed tiie final ascent com- 
ing into the Dip Troon, which was running well, 
threw up his head, but lie had no chance before 
that, only St. Frusquin and Persimmon being in it, 
and St. Frusquin led up the hill, with Persimmon 
clinging to his quarters and Regret immediately 
behind them. Strive though Watts, on Persimmon, 
might, the three pounds was too much to give to a 
horse which almost dead-heated with him on level 
terms at Epsom and St. Frusquin won by a half 
lengtii. In the Eclipse Stakes St. Frusquin was again 
opixised by Regret and Troon, with Labrador to 
assist Regret, but the “Saint” beat the latter more 
easily than at Newmarket, witli Troon third. That 
was St. Frusquin’s last lace, for leg trouble caused 
him to be withdrawn from the Leger. Iiis stud 
career was from the first highly successful and iiis 
stock includes such good winners as St. Ainaiit (Two 
Tliousnnd Guineas and Derby), Itliodora (One Thou- 
sand Guineas), Greenback (second to Lemberg in 
the Derby), Flair (One Thousand Guineas), Quin- 
tessence, Lesbia and many others. 

A Great Feat. 

In 1897 Gal tee More enabled Mr. John Gub- 
bins to relegate Mr. Rothschild to second place, 
but in 1898 Mr. Leopold again headed the poll 
with a total of $151,337.50. It was indeed a 
great feat to head the list three years out of four, 
and be second the other year. In those four 
seasons alone Mr. Rothschild won over $575,000 in 
stakes, and in the thirty -two years from 1879 to 
1910 (inclusive) he was credited with the huge 
total of $1,678,636. In 1S98 Goletta won for him 
his second Prince of Wales’ Stakes, and other good 
winners about then and in 1899 were Gay Lothair, 
Guisla, Galintliia, Ayah, Allegro, Jaquemart, Tri- 
dent. Fosco, Griffon, Atbara, Chosen, Vatel, Golden 
Bridge, Pie Powder and St. Gris, the latter making 
amends for the defeat of his elder half-brother, 
St. Frusquin, a few years earlier by snatching a 
victory in the Imperial Produce Stakes of 1898 from 
the famous Flying Fox, which was giving five 
pounds and was beaten a head. The Duke of West- 
minster’s colt was not quite at his best, however, 
just at that time, for in tiie following week li© 
was just beaten in the Middle Park Plate by the 
American, Caiman, which vainly toiled in pursuit 
of him in the next year’s Two Thousand. Fosco 
won the 1898 Great Eastern Railway Handicap and 
Pie Powder (afterwards to earn stud fame as the 
dam of Santa Strato and Pietri) brought off a 100 
to 8 chance in the Highweight Handicap at New- 
market First July from Form, White Frost, Hen- 
dersyde, Dumbarton, Nouveau Riche, Survivor (like 
Form, an Australian-bred horse), Invincible II. and 
other smart handicap horses. In all Mr. Roth- 
schild’s flat racers won 53 races in 1898, but con- 
siderably less money than in his record year (1896), 
when the races won numbered 54 — the most he ever 
secured in one season. Mention should not be 
omitted of Trident, by Ocean Wave— Lady Love- 
rule. He was her second foal — the first was Cat- 
in — and he accounted for such races as a juvenile 
in 1898 as the Fulboiirne Stakes, the Great Foal 
Plattv (Lingfield), and the more valuable Chester- 
field N ursery at Derby November, for which, carry- 
ing the top weight of 121 pounds, he defeated Sir 
James Miller’s Ionia colt. Mr. Torterolo’s La Urii- 
guava. Manners, Galopin Lassie, Fairy Field, Black- 
wing. Umbrosa, Vara and many more. The Ameri- 
ean-bred Golden Bridge (Bridegroom II. renamed) 
scored no fewer than six successes that yenr, iu 
the last of which, the Lancashire Handicap at 
Manchester November, the runner-up was, rather 
curiously, the original Bridgeroom, at that time no 
longer Mr. Calvert's, but owned by Mr. Jersey.

Experts Select Ten Best Representatives of Each Fo»oes Owner to Enter Plater at Proper Value and 
Sire in the Headley Band, Helps to Increase Purses. 



Lexington. K.v., August 6.— -In order to get the 
benefit of their criticism and judgment and at the 
same time to afford them an opportunity to see the 
big string of yearlings which shipped Saturday to 
Saratoga to be sold next Friday, August 10. Hal Price 
Headley last week had several of Ills friends out to 
Beaumont Farm. Among them were Col. Milton 
JA'oung, a long time turfman, former owner of 
”lctirathiana Stud and twice a member of the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission: Sanford C. 
Lyne, G. D. Wilson, John D. Carr, Thomas l’iatt, 
Lucas and Brownell Combs, S. C. Nuckols, J. W. 
Parrish and J. Claude Rogers. 

It was the concensus of opinion that the get of 
Uncle are, on the whole, a better appearing col- 
lection than are the colts and fillies by his illus- 
trious sire Star Shoot, though the get of this pre- 
mier are for the greater portion of medium size and 
attractive. It seemed a hard matter to determine 
which may be the ten best by Uncle nnd the ten 
best by Star Shoot, but eventually it worked out 
about like this, though the public’s judgment when 
they go under George Bain’s hammer in the Fasig- 
Tipton Company’s new arena at the Spa Thursday 
may prove to be somewhat different. 

Ten by Uncle — Busy Lass colt (half-brother to 
Korfhage); Claudia colt (halt-brother to Prince of 
Como anil Battle); Planutess filly (sister to 
Traeksend): Star Dreamer colt (half-brother to 
Spectre) : Ferrol colt (half-brother to Fountain- 
ldue); Ollie Belle colt ( half-brother to Beaucoup); 
Xethersole colt (half-brother to Bulse and Manager 
Mack);St. Ursula eolt( half-brother to Sister Flor- 
ence); Princess Orna colt (brother to War Machine 
and half-brother to Ticket), und ltuhy Xethersole 
colt (half-brother to Miss Puzzle and Quin). 

Mamie Worth Colt a Picture Horse. 

Then by Star Shoot — Miss Kearney colt (brother 
to Tripplo Crovrti and half-brother to Eagle; 
Plaster eolt( grandson of Courtplaster) ; Flora Po- 
moua colt (brother to Mary Powell); Mamie Worth 
colt (brother to Starwort and half-brother to Fort 
Worth); Little Buttercup filly (half-sister to Man- 
okin); Dorothy Hampton colt (half-brother to Har- 
rigan and Hampton Court); Sweet Marjoram filly 
(half sister to Bringliurst) ; Courtplaster colt (half- 
brother to Penobscot): Jaueta filly (daughter of a 
Kentucky Oaks winner); Bold Girl colt (brother to 
Hussy and half-brother to Amazon). 

It was a toss-up as to whether or not Tin* Lady 
in Blue colt (brother to Star Master) should have 
been included in the first ten. but the difficulty 
about it was deciding which of three or four to 
throw out in order to let him in. 

Tiie Ruby Xethersole colt, a handsome big iiorse, 
had the vote of the majority when it came down to 
selecting one to top the sale. The St. Ursula colt 
is a real good race horse if nothing goes wrong with 
him. which now doesn’t seem at all likely. Mr. 
Headley likes the Star Dreamer colt, regardless of 
the fact that his hocks are not straight. ‘‘Hano- 
ver’s head, as sure as we were born.” commented 
Col. Young when the Busy Lass colt, which has 
been called Dan Rice, because of his unusual mark- 
ing. The Dorothy Hampton colt is wonderfully 

made. Mamie Worth’s colt is the picture horse of 
the consignment. He is quick and will in all prob- 
ability, win the first time out. 

There are a couple of "outlanders” in the string 
that are corking horses — the Rey Hindoo — Gracious 
Dame colt and Tim Payne — Cheridah colt. 

THIRTY LEADING AMERICAN JOCKEYS. 

Although riding last week, leading jockey W. 
Crump was in eclipse and did not succeed in 
guiding a winner home. His nearest rival, F. 
Robinson, was a shade more successful in that 
he placed one winner to his credit. E. Taplin 
figured as the leader for the week with six winning 
mounts. Xext to him came the promising light- 
weight, M. Rowan, with five. Buxton and But- 
well eacli were successful in fonr. With only one 
meeting of any consequence in progress this month, 
and only six races daily, no jockey has any great 
chance to advance history of races won. At 
present the records of our thirty most success- 
ful riders are: 



New York. August 6.—' That the selling race rule 
of the Jockey Club, which provides that the sur- 
plus bid on a horse either claimed or sold at an 
auction shall go to the association to be added to 
the overnight races of the second following day has 
worked wonders in the matter of purses for “sell- 
ers” which have never before been equaled in this 
country, is shown by the money hung up in the re- 
cent selling races at the Empire City track, where 
ordinary platers have been contesting for such 
amounts as $1,671.67, $1,571.67 and similar sums. 

The rule has warranted a closer living up to the 
idea of selling races in the matter of entering 
horses at something like their true value, and 
those which have been raced at a selling figure be- 
low what they could have been purchased for at 
private sale have been “shot at” to the end 
that in many instances those owners who have 
“taken a chance” have come out at. the wrong end 
of the financial horn because of the assistance of 
a few men who in years gone by have been 
tabbed “haltermen.” 

This year, however, these men with an honest 
desire to acquire a horse at the figure they thought 
it worth, have contributed materially to the welfare 
of their fellow horsemen by their runups which in 
no way added to their bankrolls, as in previous 
years, and have really aided unwittingly In their 
better racing in the purses for horses of the selling 
division. 

An Incident of the sort was seen on a recent 
Saturday as the result of the first race on the 
card, which was won by Lady Rotha, which 
was entered to be sold for $1,200. This mare, 
which is as good today as she was last year, when 
she was held to be worth $5,000 at private sale, was 
bid up by W. Shields to $2,500 and protected by 
her owner. W. H. Baker, with the customary ad- 
vance of $5, thus making it a costly win for the 
western owner.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



Resistance to tiie draft will “instantly encounter 
federal troops." Provost Marshal General Crowder 
announced yesterday afternoon. Eligibles evading 
the draft will lie treated as deserters, lie said, and 
“the whole strength of the military arm of the 
government is available to apprehend deserters, 
if necessary to use such force.” 

General Maeovisk.v. commander of the guards 
corps, which headed the Russian retreat on the 
southwest front, has been ordered shot, according 
to a dispatch from Petrograd. This sentence came 
after court-martial, which was ordered by General 
Korniioff, commander in chief, for noncoiupliuuce 
with his orders to shoot deserters. 

Colonel Theodore Roosevelt has announced that 
lie would not accept appointment as chairman of 
the New York state food commission, as proposed 
in the bill prepared by the legislative war commit- 
tee. He declared he had no especial qualifications 
for the position and that the appointments should 
be made by the governor. 

Manganese exports from Brazil in 1916 totalled 
503.120 tons, valued at $7,080,954, a substantial in- 
crease over the exports of the preceding year. If 
better transportation facilities existed, an American 
company in the State of Bahia estimates, about 
20,000 tons of ore could be shipped monthly from 
its mines. 

I'nited States District Attorney W. P. McGinnis 
announced yesterday afternoon at Muskogee, Okla., 
that the men arrested on charges of resisting the 
draft in connection with the Oklahoma uprising, 
will be tried for treason and that the death penalty 
will lie asked by the government. 

The shipping board has telegraphed orders to over 
a score of the country’s largest shipyards requisit- 
ioning all ships of 2.500 deadweight tonnage or 
more now building. Management of the yards will 
be in the hands of the present owners, but under 
government direction. 

From Berlin official announcement was made yes- 
terday that five ministers of state, including Foreign 
Secretary Zimmerman and four secretaries of state, 
including Finance Minister Lentze and Interior Min- 
ister Von Loebell, had resigned their portfolios. 

1'nder the stimulus of the draft, enlistments for 
the regular army within the last week have in- 
creased so that the full quota of 183,898 men has 
almost been obtained. The shortage now is fewer 
than G.00O. 

Coal gas lias proved to be a successful substitute 
for gasoline as motive power at Bradford, Eng. 
Slight changes have to be made in the mechanism of 
automobiles using the new fuel. 

India’s wheat crop will total 10.160,000 bushels 
this year, it is estimated. This will be an increase 
of 19 per cent, over the 1915-16 production. 

Advices from Pekin, China, are to the effect that 
China will join the Allies next week in the war 
against Germany. 

Nova Scotia’s 1917 apple crop will be about 50 
per cent, greater than the yield of last year, it is 
estimated.
